Murphey pointed out that
since the inception of the muni-
cipal bus lines in 1941 there has
not been any increase in fares.
“However since that time the
cost of operation has increased
several times,” he declared. “An
.example is that of wages now
paid to drivers as against 1941
ahd 1942,

“Drivers in 1941 werec paid
$147.50 per month. This has
been increased several times till
drivers now are receiving $235
per month as their basic wage;
an increase of approximately 60
per cent.

“The cost of maintenance has
increased 50 per cent; gasoline
has increased more than 40 per
cent since the bus line first
commenced operations, During
all of this period no increase in
fares has been made.’*

The bus lines had faced a
$10,000 deficit in the present fis-
cal year, it was pointed out, but
with the purchase of new equip-
ment to replace worn-out buses,
and with the increase in fares,

the lines will be stabilized and
be placed in a better position to
expand scrvice for the benefit
of the people of Torrance.
